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SAN FRANCISCO UP) President 
Eisenhower fixed *‘peace for ^ 
time” as the goal of the Repub­ 
lican “party of the future” in 
accepting formally its nomination 
for another four years in the 
White House. 
Accepting “humbly but confi­ 
dently” command of the OOP’s 
1956 campaign for national lead­ 
ership, he told cheering delegates 
at Thursday night’s windup ses­ 
sion of the party’s centennial con­ 
vention it is not enough to promise 
“the young who fight the wars” 
that there wiU be “peace in our 
time.” 
“There is only one peace now. 
and that is peace for all time,” 
he declared. 
He said thermonuclear war had 
become “not just tragic, but pre­ 
posterous.’* 
“With such weapons,** he said, 
“there can be no victory for any­ 
one. Plainly, the objective now 
must be to see that such a war 
does not occur at aU.** 
Beaming at the thunderous re- 
c^tion given him and his running 
mate. Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon, Eisenhower pitched his bid 
for re-election primarily on his 
prwnise to work for “a bsave and 
shining new wqfld . . . a world 
in which back -break ing toil and 
long hours will not be necessary 
Nixon told the delegates shortly 
before in accepting his second- 
place nomination that “we have 
peace in the world today, but we 
are not going to rest on our laurels 
and be satisfied with the achieve­ 
ments of 3% years.” 
It was a gay, colorful conven­ 
tion session that stormed appro­ 
val for its two nominees. *T lik e 
Ik e’* balloons floated down from 
the ceiling. Eisenhower joined in 
bouncing them aroaiKl at he wait 
cd t hr ou gh 
preliminary cere­ 
monies o n the platform to begin 
his formal speech. 
Mrs. Mamie Eisenhower, in roy 
al purple hat and dress, carriec 
a big sheaf of red roses, as did 
Mrs. Pat Nixon. 
Whe n 
be arose before the 
throng, the 65-yearH>ld Eisenhow­ 
er said he wanted to express his 
“great satisfaction” that the con­ 
vention had decided to k eep intact 
for this year’s race the same team 
that won in 1952 against a Demo­ 
cratic tick et headed by the same 
man the GOP’s opposition has 
named this year — Adlai E. Stev­ 
enson. Stevenson’s running mate 
this year is Sen. Estes Kefauver 
of Tennessee. 
Eisenhower said he would not 
attempt any eulogy of Nixon but 
added with vigor: 
“Whatever dedicated, conscien­ 
tious loyalty will do for America, 
he will do.’* 
For Nixon, who won unanimous 
renomination in the face of Har­ 
old E. Stassen’s futile move to 
ditch him, it was a night to re­ 
member. His elation was tem­ 
pered, however, by the fact that 
his father lies dangerously ill in 
Whittier, Calif. 
He and Mrs. Nixon returned to 
Whittier late Thursday night. Ei­ 
senhower and Mrs. Eisenhower 
went to Monterey, Calif., for three 
or four days of relaxation at the 
swank Cyprus Point Golf Club. 
The President plans to return to 
Washington early next week . 
Eisenhower made it clear to the 
delegates t ha t as far as he can 
direct its course, the Republican 
party is going to reach out in the 
campaign for the support of young 
voters, independents and what he 
called “discerning Democrats.” 
He Interpolated into his pre­ 
pared speech an appeal for people 
of all parties to join in a drive 
to get voters registered in prepa­ 
ration for a big turnout at the polls 
in November.

ended here Thursday and chal­ 
lenged its right to tak e any action.

Nixon told the delegates shortly 
before in accepting his second- 
place nomination that “we have 
peace in the world today, but we 
are not going to rest on our laurels 
and be satisfied with the achieve­ 
ments of ZVt years.” 
It was a gay, colorful conven­ 
tion session that stormed appro­ 
val for its two nominees. "I like 
Ike” balloons floated down from 
the ceiling. Eisenhower joined in 
bouncing them around as he wait­ 
ed t h r o u g h preliminary cere­ 
monies on the platform to begin 
his formal speech. 
Mrs. Mamie Eisenhower, in roy­ 
al purple hat and dress, carried 
a big sheaf of red roses, as did 
Mrs. Pat Nixon.

Wreckage

Program To Reduce 
Tooth Decay Started

Chester residents have unknow­ 
ingly realized the first of three 
predicted benefits of fluoridation 
of the city’s water — the lack of 
any characteristic taste of

chemical which aids in prevention 
of tooth decay. 
Use of the fluoride has been un­ 
der way for two weeks, according 
to Don Hissam, superintendent of 
the Municipal W'ater Works, and 
water users have been unable to 
distinguish any unusual taste or 
smell. 
It will be some time before the 
chief benefit — reduction of cavi-> 
ties in children's teeth—will be not­ 
ed. Dr. R. D. Watkins, 
Chester 
dentist, said. It will accordingly be 
a while before savings on dental 
bills will be realized, he added. 
Chester Council authorized t h e 
purchase of the special 
fluoride 
equipment early in the spring, and 
the Wallace & Tiernan Co. deliv­ 
ered it this month. 
Frank DeFranco. filtration plant 
superintendent ai Weirton, was in 
charge of the installation which 
was completed and put into use 
quietly Aug. IO. Hissam said. 
The installation cost $1,738, in­ 
cluding $978 for the machine, $578 
for a pumping meter and other 
items including scales and hand­ 
ling equipment. 
The chemical is placed in the 
water supply at the ratio of three- 
fourths of an ounce to every 1,000 
gallons Hissam said. A year's sup­ 
ply of fluoride amounts to $542.

Child Found Only 
Eight Miles From 
Home In New York 


MINEOLA, N. Y. <*U-The de­ 
composed body of kidnaped Peter 
Weinberger, with a safety pin still 
intact, was found today in road­ 
side shrubbery 51 days after he 
was taken from the patio of his 
Westbury, Long Island, home. 
It was found where FBI agents 
said Angelo J. LaMarca, a cab 
driver, told them he had aban­ 
doned the month-old child on July 
5, the day after he took the baby. 
LaMarca, 31-year-old father of 
two children, was arrested Thurs­ 
day by FBI agents and Nassau 
County police and charged with 
kidnaping. 
Financial 
difficulties 
apparently caused his act. He had 
asked $2,000 ransom. 
More than 50 Nassau County 
police and FBI agents moved on 
the abandonment spot at 9:15 a. 
rn. It was situated alongside a 
cutoff road from Northern State 
Parkway 
leading 
to 
Plainview 
where LaMarca lives. It is only 
eight miles east of the Weinberg­ 
er home. 
Forming a line an arm’s length 
apart, the searchers moved slow­ 
ly through the underbrush. Short­ 
ly after 10:30 a m. the body was 
found.

Farrell said the baby had not 
been buried. He apparently had 
been placed in the underbrush, 
then summer storms whipped up 
honeysuckle vines and leaves to 
blanket the body.

“Even if the child was alive 
when it was placed on the ground, 
it may well constitute murder,”

Ten Weeks To Go 
Renomination of President Eisenhower and 
Vice President Nixon had b een a foregone con­ 
clusion.

There was no swing in his 
voice. He was disconsolate. He told 
Alex that “my goose is cooked’’ 
and “I feel like packing and going 
on home.’’ 
This was just a matter of min­ 
utes after Adlai Stevenson ha d 
made the long trip from tradition 
in a few steps from the Stocky ard 
nn to the convention hall. Sen. 
« .[efauver told Mr. Rose tiiat he 
» lieved that Mr. Stevenson’s call 
or an “open fight’’ for the second 
spot closed him out. The Tennes­ 
sean said he was su<klenly weary 
after all the work he had done 
swinging delegates to Mr. Steven­ 
son. 
Sen. Kefauver sorrowfully said 
hat some of those around Mr. Ste­ 
venson must have made some pact 
JO freeze him out for Sen. Hub ert

ALEX ROSE asked the Tennes­ 
sean to sit tight in his Blackstone 
Hotel suite.

Mr. Rose then taxied 
over to Adlai Stevenson’s suite, also 
at the Blackstone.

The New York Lib eral party 
chief advised them (rf Sen. Kriau- 
var’s sentiments. Several o t Mr. 
Stevenson’s top aides explained 
that, contrary to the senator’s b e­ 
lief. the decisicm for a free Md 
c^>en conventicm selection of a vice- 
presidential candidate would ac­ 
tually help Sen. Kefauver. 
It was explained this way . Sam 
Ray b urn and Sen. Ly ndon Johnson, 
who wanted a closed caucus to se­ 
lect a running mate for Mr. Ste­ 
venson, were imposed to Estes. If 
a meeting were held in a room 
filled with smoke and senators op­ 
posed to Sen. Kefauver and wiUi a 
Q)okesman to r Mr. Truman-or 
perhaps Mr. Truman himself — the 
tall man from Tennessee would 
c« iainly b e counted out. 


BIR. STEVENSON didn’t w a n t 
any one eliminated. Sen. Kefauver’s 
only chance was in an open fight. 
In addition, Mr. Stevenson worid 
then not b e alienating any section 
of the country — neither Sen. Ken­ 
nedy ’s New England nor May or 
Wagner’s New York, which was al- 
reaii^ seeped through with anger, 
nor the midwest’s Sen. Humphrey , 
nor the b loc of Kefauver delegates 
who had worked so hard for the 
presidential nominee. 
Alex Rose then tel^honed Sid 
Davis in Sen. Kefauver’s suite and 
explained what had b een said in 
the Stevenson quarters b etween 
12:30 and 1:30 a.m. Mr. Rose 
urged Sen. Kefauver to come right 
down. This the senator did. Ab out 
2:00 a.m. he arrived with Mr. Da­ 
vis, the man who had b een at his 
side for almost a y ear. They talked 
to Mr. Stevenson and his aides. 


SEN. KEFAUVER 
was con­ 
vince that there had b een no 
plot to cut him up or purge him. 
Once he arrived in the victory 
suite, the senator went into private 
huddles with Mr. Stevenson and the 
candidate’s closest advisers. They 
assured thri senator that they real­ 
ly were for an open convention and 
his chances were b etter that way . 
There was some more talk with 
Mr. Rose. Then Sen. Kefauver hit 
the delegates’ trail as swiftly as 
his long legs would carry him 
frcwn b loc to b loc. 
Then his aides summoned the 
newsmen and Sen. Kefauver told 
them he was in the race and ex­ 
pected to win.

One of the high spots of any Repub lican con­ 
vention these day s is Herb ert Hoover’s appear- 
¡ance. But the resemb lance to an aging Demo-

appearing as a politician, not as an elder 
.statesman. Mr. Hoover is api^in g as an 
II elder statesman, not as a politician. 
What is the difference?

.wear an air of detachment. It would slow them 
•up in the infighting which is the secret of 
‘political success. 
There is a place to b e filled b y elder states­ 
men.

¡b e like Bernard Baruch, who has turned « 6 and 
¡is Sü ll going strong-a sage who has given ad­ 
vice freely and happily on all occasions, 
i Thereafter, he did not rear and rant if his 
advice was spurned. He did not insist on having 
his way . He did not impose his will. He staged 
no demonstrations of strength, such as politi- 
‘cians feel caUed on to stage when thwarted. 
Which is why men like Mr. Baruch and Mr. 
IHoover are elder statesmen while Mr. Truman, 
in his own words, b ecame a politician who took 
licking.

SAN FRANaSCO 
The b iggest single reason why 
Repub licans pitched their quan- 
drennial presidential nominating 
show in San Francisco is that the 
Far West is where control of the 
next U.S. Senate in all prob ab ility 
will b e decided and perhaps also 
control of the House of Represen­ 
tatives. 
Particularly eight Senate seats 
are at stake from the Rocky Moun­ 
tains westward—divided now four 
to four as b etween the parties— 
and for every one of them the fight 
is hot and heavy .

1952. 
The temporary chairman of the 
convention. Sen. Knowland, was in­ 
troduced b y his junior colleague, 
Thomas H. Kuchel, who is seeking 
his first full term this y ear after 
appointment b y former Gov. Earl 
Warren to the Senate seat vacated 
b y election of Richard Nixon to 
the vice presidency . The Demo­ 
cratic nominee against Sen. Kuchel 
is R i c ha r d Richards, a y outh­ 
ful newcomer who made a consid­ 
erab le hit with television fans in 
his frequent appearances on the 
Democratic convention platform at 
Chicago. 
Appearing to expound the Eisen­ 
hower hy droelectric power and fi­ 
nancial policies were the Repub li­ 
can incumb ents.

Davtd Lawrence to some of the 
pithy sentences in it and the verb i­ 
age cut down, it would have b een 
more effective. It was a go^ 
speech from the emotional stand­ 
point and in personal appeal, b ut 
it was not as helpful for the down- 
to-earth deb ates that go on at the 
precinct level. Writing a speech of 
acceptance for such an occasion 
involves work in advance b y ^ vari­ 
ous staff assistants, b ut the final 
draft needs to b e examined b y 
someone with an intimate know­ 
ledge of campaign strategy . Had 
this b een doife in the case of Ike s 
speech, some unnecessary conces­ 
sions to the other side would have 
b een omitted. Also, the ideas b ack 
of the main slogan of the Repub li­ 
can party —“peace, prosperity and 
progress’’ - wouldn’t have b een 
relegated to such a minor position. 


EISENHOWER himself in h i s 
informal talks senses the b ig is­ 
sues and deals with them confi­ 
dently , b ut his articulation m a 
speech of acceptance doesn’t sound 
like him. 
There were some very good 
principles expounded and, had a 
Sam Rosenman b een around—the 
man who used to shape up and put 
into radio sty le FDR’s “firesid^ 
speeches — the country m i ght 
have b een given a b etter exposi­ 
tion of Ike’s true feelings than his 
formalized speech of acceptance 
convey ed.

THIS IS GOOD doctrine, well 
expressed.

The an­ 
swer is that such statements have 
a hollow sound when it is consid­ 
ered that, in order to get votes, a 
memb er of the president’s cab inet 
is b usily assuring lab or leaders 
that Ike wants to see the “right 
to work’’ laws of the states super­ 
seded b y a federal law that would 
render them null and void. It 
sounds inconsistent, too, when the 
recently proposed federal l a ws 
usurping the police powers of the 
states are acclaimed b y the Re­ 
pub lican platform itself as “civil 
rights.’’ 
May b e the President was try ing 
to win b ack some of the “states’ 
rights’’ support he had in 1952 in 
the South, b ut it is a case where 
the principle is fine y et the appli­ 
cation is highly questionab le — in- 


fluenced b y the very political “ex­ 
pediency ” which Ike deplores. 
The passage which the practical 
politicians will not like is that 
which disparaged the argument 
ab out “depression.” The President 
said that more than 20 y ears ago 
political victories were scored on 
that point and he argued that “ob ­ 
session with depression still b linds 
many critics.” 
This was all right as far as it 
went, b ut today the Repub lican 
party workers are counting on the 
prosperity argument — the oppo­ 
site of depression. Ike’s s pe e c h 
seems to discourage its use on tiie 
stump. 


WHAT THE president said ab out 
foreign policy was necessarily im­ 
plicit. He cannot talk too specific­ 
ally ab out such issues. For he is 
the head of the government and 
not just a candidate. 
But there was an ob vious effort 
in the speech to emphasize the 
cracks in the iron curtain and 
something of the “Gteieva spirit.” 
'There was no b luster or partisan­ 
ship in the address and no talk of 
appeasing the Communists. 
In most of the voting precincts 
all this will b e regarded as “high­ 
b row” stuff. The simple issues are 
how to avert war and maintain 
peace, whether times are good or 
b ad, and whether it’s time for 
change or to keep on with the 
party in power. Those i s s ue s 
weren’t sharply delineated in the 
acceptance speech, b ut they arc 
the core of the campaign.

A Man Named Rose Turned The Tide 


Ten Weeks To Go 


Renomination of President Eisenhower and 
Vice President Nixon had been a foregone con­ 
clusion. Yet, until it was done by the Republican 
convention in San Francisco on Wednesday, the 
significance of the conclusion was not clear. 
The Republican party unanimously wants more 
of the same kind of forward-looking leadership 
it has been getting from President Eisenhower. 


The party wants more of the team-play gov­ 
ernment it has been pointing to with pride under 
the Eisenhower administration. 
It wants a vice president who will not be made 
a political figurehead by a president jealous of 
his position. It likes the idea of a chief execu­ 
tive big enough in his own right to have nothing 
to fear from the rising stature of the man who 
would replace him in case of death. 
It wants a government that draws on the skills 
and viewpoints of many Americans, instead of 
being a narrowly personal government dom­ 
inated by one man with an appetite for power. 
The Republican party does not think it is 
time for a change. 
The issue in the presidential campaign of 1956 
is whether voters think it is time for a change. 
Do you think it is time for a change? 
Are you opposed to the kind of government 
you have been getting from the Eisenhower 
administration? 
Are you dissatisfied? 
I Democrats will tell you that you are personally 
and collectively unhappy* ill-fed, ill-clothed, ill- 
housed and down and out.

He told 
Alex that “ my goose is cooked’ 
and “I feel like packing and going 
on home.” 
This was just a m atter of min­ 
utes after Adlai Stevenson h a d 
made the long trip from tradition 
in a few steps from the Stockyard 
Inn to the convention hall. Sen. 
Kefauver told Mr. Rose that he 
believed that Mr. Stevenson’s call 
for an “open fight” for the second 
spot closed him out. The Tennes­ 
sean said he was suddenly weary 
after all the work he had done 
swinging delegates to Mr. Steven­ 
son. 
Sen. Kefauver sorrowfully said 
that some of those around Mr. Ste­ 
venson must have made some pact 
to freeze him out for Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey, who appeared to be the 
strongest that night, or for Mayor 
Robert Wagner or Sen. John Ken­ 
nedy. 


were several advisers, including a 
shrewd young attorney, Sidney Da­ 
vis, once law secretary to Justice 
flugo Black. Mr. Rose then taxied 
over to Adlai Stevenson’s suite, also 
at the Blackstone. There was plen­ 
ty of waltzing and lilting conversa­ 
tion there with the victor. 
The New York Liberal party 
chief advised them of Sen. Kefau­ 
ver’s sentiments. Several of Mr. 
Stevenson’s top aides explained 
that, contrary to the senator’s be­ 
lief, the decision for a free and 
open convention selection of a vice­ 
presidential candidate would ac­ 
tually help Sen.

Earl 
Warren to the Senate seat vacated 
by election of Richard Nixon to 
the vice presidency. The Demo­ 
cratic nominee against Sen. Kuchel 
is R i c h a r d Richards, a youth­ 
ful newcomer who made a consid­ 
erable hit with television fans in 
his frequent appearances on the 
Democratic convention platform at 
Chicago. 
Appearing to expound the Eisen­ 
hower hydroelectric power and fi­ 
nancial policies were the Republi­ 
can 
incumbents, 
Sens. 
Herman 
Welker of Idaho and Wallace F. 
Bennett of Utah, now up for re­ 
election. 


SEN. WELKER’S chance of stay­ 
ing on may have been helped by 
an almost even split between Glen 
Taylor, ultra-radical vice presiden­ 
tial running mate of Henry A. W al­ 
lace in 1948, and a Stevenson type 
middle-roader, Frank Church. 
In Utah, on the other hand, Sen. 
Bennett’s chance for re-election ap­ 
pears to have been damaged by a 
bitter quarrel between him and the 
extreme right wing 
Republican 
governor of his state, J. Bracken 
Lee. 
After the veteran Sen. Robert 
Minikin of Colorado, withdrew on 
account of ill health, President Ei­ 
senhower drafted former Gov. Dan 
Thornton to take over the Repub­ 
lican candidacy, just as he earlier 


Mr. McKay to run in Washington 
and Oregon. 
In Nevada a Democratic incum­ 
bent, Sen. A l a n Bible, is op­ 
posed by Clifton Young, present 
congressman elected at large and 
rated by some as the state’s best 
Republican vote getter. 
The one western Democratic sen­ 
ator whom the Republicans have 
little or no hope of displacing is 
Carl, Hayden of Arizona, who has 
sat in Congress continuously ever 
since his state was admitted to the 
Union in 1912. 
Easily the Democratic seats that 
Mr. Eisenhower would most like to 
capture are those from Oregon and 
Washington. Not only have the in­ 
cumbents Sens. Morse and Mag­ 
nuson voted against almost all Ei­ 
senhower measures, but Mr. Mc­ 
Kay and Gov. Langlie were among 
the first supporters of Mr. Eisen­ 
hower in 1952 and have backed his 
policies consistently ever since.

Writing a speech of 
acceptance for such an occasion 
involves work in advance by vari­ 
ous staff assistants, but the final 
draft needs to be examined 
by 
someone with an intimate know­ 
ledge of campaign strategy. Had 
this been done in the case of Ike’s 
speech, some unnecessary conces­ 
sions to the other side would have 
been omitted. Also, the ideas back 
of the main slogan of the Republi­ 
can party—“peace, prosperity and 
progress” — wouldn’t have been 
relegated to such a minor position.

EISENHOWER himself in h i s 
informal talks senses the big is­ 
sues and deals with them confi­ 
dently, but his articulation in a 
speech of acceptance doesn’t sound 
like him.

He said that “ geographical bal­ 
ance of power is essential to our 
form of free society.” He spoke of 
the “ heedless stampede to Wash­ 
ington,” and added: 
“ Our founding fathers showed 
us how the federal government 
could exercise its undoubted re­ 
sponsibility for leadership, while 
still stopping short of the kind of 
interference that deadens l o c a l 
vigor and variety, initiative and 
imagination.” 


THIS IS GOOD doctrine, well 
expressed. But, practically speak­ 
ing, what does it mean? The an­ 
swer is that such statements have 
a hollow sound when it is consid­ 
ered that, in order to get votes, a 
member of the president’s cabinet 
is busily assuring labor leaders 
that Ike wants to see the “right 
to work” laws of the states super­ 
seded by a federal law that would 
render them null and void. It 
sounds inconsistent, too, when the 
recently proposed federal l a w s 
usurping the police powers of the 
states are acclaimed by the Re­ 
publican platform itself as “civil 
rights.” 
Maybe the President was trying 
to win back some of the “states’ 
rights” support he had in 1952 in 
the South, but it is a case where 
the principle is fine yet the appli­ 
cation is highly questionable — in­ 


fluenced by the very political “ex 
pediency” which Ike deplores. 
The passage which the practical 
politicians will not like is that 
which disparaged the argument 
about “depression.” The President 
said that more than 20 years ago 
political victories were scored on 
that point and he argued that “ob­ 
session with depression still blinds 
many critics.” 
This was all right as far as it 
went, but today the Republican 
party workers are counting on the 
prosperity argument — the oppo­ 
site of depression. Ike’s s p e e c h 
seems to discourage its use on the 
stump. 


THE POLITICAL CONVENTIONS are over 
and the country can get back to Suez, the pen­ 
nant races, Nashua’s colic attack, the search 
for Harold Stassen and the trouble getting a 
Brinks jury. 
We are still dizzy. . .We think it will be Eisen­ 
hower and Nixon versus Stevenson and Kefau­ 
ver but it could be Eisenhower and Jiminy 
Stewart versus Stevenson and Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt. 
Our August hero of the month is Duncan 
Stoutheart, a man who had two TV sets and 
didn’t let politics invade either. . .Not an issue. 
a denunciation, a roll call or a delegate asleep 
in his chair got onto his video set. . . He is the 
type who knew he could get it in his news­ 
paper just as satisfactorily and without the

WHAT THE president said about 
foreign policy was necessarily im­ 
plicit.

But there was an obvious effort 
in the speech to emphasize the 
cracks in the iron curtain and 
something of the “Geneva spirit.” 
There was no bluster or partisan­ 
ship in the address and no talk of 
appeasing the Communists. 
In most of the voting precincts 
all this will be regarded as “high­ 
brow” stuff. The simple issues are 
how to avert war and maintain 
peace, whether times are good or 
bad, and whether it’s time f o r 
change or to keep on with the 
party in power.

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Judged By Their Platforms 
Democrats, Republicans 
Think Pretty Much Alike 


By JAMES MARLOW 
SAN FRANCISCO U h — Demo­ 
crats and Republicans have come 
pretty close to asking voters to 
choose between two teams of na­ 
tional managers rather than be­ 
tween conflicting political parties. 
The two parties—judged by the 
promises in their campaign plat­ 
forms and not by the corny and 
heated-over oratory of their con­ 
vention speakers — think pretty 
much alike. 
What each seems to be saying 
is: “We’re nicer than they are 
and we can do everything better.’’ 
There is no basic difference in 


the promises made. Both pledged 
to retain the progress and pro­ 
grams of the New and Fair Deals 
as extended by the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration. Both offered some 
improvements. Neither proposed 
radical changes. 
If this seems a strange compla­ 
cency in political parties seeking 
authority to run the country, the 
explanation is simple enough: the 
nation itself is pretty complacent 
because of its record-high employ­ 
ment, wages and savings, the rela­ 
tive stability in living costs. 
This isn’t how the politicians 
will be presenting their case from 
now until the Nov. 6 election.

Fortunately for the country the 
two presidential candidates—Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower and Adlai Ste­ 
venson—are both moderate, tem­ 
perate, restrained. Both have a 
knowledge of the world that ex­ 
tends far beyond the shores of the 
United States. 
Either man, if elected, could be 
depended upon to work with ear­ 
nest good will to carry out, as best 
he can, the promises made in the 
j party platforms. But either’s lead- 
lership would be limited by cer­ 
tain political realities which some­ 
times get overlooked during a 
campaign. 
These are some of the realities: 
The political parties differ less 
between the official parties as a 
whole than within the parties 
themselves. Both are generally 
made up of liberals, conserva­ 
tives, and reactionaries. At the 
moment the conservatives domi­ 
nate both parties and give them| 
their tone and philosophy. 
The real test of how much either 
party can make good on its prom­ 
ises will come after election day 
and in Congress. Most of the 
promises—if they are to be k ep t- 
wili have to be translated into 
law. 
It is in Congress that the con­ 
flicting elements within the win­ 
ning party will attempt to make 
good on the promises or whittle 
them down or ignore them. It is 
there that a president’s program 
can be made or broken.

IN KINDERGARTEN o r f i r s t 
g rade, when the class turns fro m 
free play to a quiet peri^, bo th 
pupils and teacher may nav e to 
wait until he has quieted do wn and 
is seated. If in a hig her g rade he 
must chang e his clo thes fo r the 
g y m perio d, he’s no t ready when 
^the o thers are. Day after day , 
o thers must wait fo r this child. 
When y o u must alway s wait fo r 
so meo ne, y o u 
s o o n 
beco me an­ 
no y ed. Yo u co nsider it v ery selfish 
to inco nv enience o thers so much. 


Yo u can’t feel v ery kindly to ward 
the perso n. Others will feel the 
same way . 
Tardiness do es no t beg in all at 
o nce. The child who at 8 is alway s 
causing o thers to wait fo r him 
has been in the habit o f being 
late fo r a lo ng time. 
At 5 o r 6, he may rarely be 
washed and g ro o med fo r meals 
when the rest o f the family is 
seated at the dinner table. He may 
rarely be ready fo r scho o l o n 
time. 


IT’S WELL TO NIP this bad 
practice in the bud. 
After the family must wait fo r 
him o nce o r twice at meals, do n’t 
let him sit at the table when he 
arriv es late ag ain. Hav e him s i t 
witho ut fo o d at so me distance fro m 
the table fo r 10 o r 20 minutes. 
In ev ery o ther situatio n, when 
o thers must wait fo r him a few 
times, let him serv e a penalty fo r 
his tardiness. Ev en at s c h o o l , 
when his teachers and classmates 
must wait fo r him to be in his 
place, his teacher sho uld no t allo w 
him to be in the g ro up fo r so me 
minutes.

A sanitatio n 
pro g ram is carried o n by th e 
Health Department in which it 
checks drilling water and milk to 


be sure that it is safe, inspects 
restaurants to be sure they are 
sanitary , and inspects sewag e sy s­ 
tems to see that they are functio n­ 
ing pro perly . 
“The H e a r t Asso ciatio n and 
o ther o rg anizatio ns wo rk with the 
Health Department when c a s e s 
arise that need assistance. 
Since we spend mo st o f o ur 
time at ho me and at scho o l, it is 
necessary that we hav e a health 
pro g ram in each o f these places. 
We need a health pro g ram in 
the ho me to make o ur h o m e s 
cleaner, mo re sanitary and safer 
places in which to liv e. Hie Health 
Department 
heb>s 
make 
o u r 
ho mes healthier places in which to 
liv e but do es no t hav e as much 
liberty in do ing this as it sho uld 
hav e. The H e a l t h Department 
sho uld be allo wed to g o into ho mes 
and try to impro v e the health pro ­ 
g ram there. They sho uld be per­ 
mitted to inspect the drinking wa­ 
ter, sewag e dispo sal sy stem, and 
o ther hy g ienic co nditio ns in t h e 
ho me. 
“Of the tho usands o f children in 
Co lumbiana Co unty many do no t 
g et any medical attentio n at all 
ex cept at scho o l. Therefo re, it is 
impo rtant that we hav e a health 
pro g ram at scho o l so these and 
o ther children may receiv ed the 
medical attentio n and adv ice they 
need. 
“If we maintain a g o o d health 
pro g ram at ho me and at scho o l 
we are sure to make o ur co mmuni­ 
ty a healthier and happier place 
in which to liv e.”

Climax ing a campaign o f o ver 
two y ears, the McAllist« r Dairy 
Co . o f Warren was granted a milk 
permit Thursday night by th e 
Bo ard o f Health. 
The bo ard unanimo usly autho r­ 
ized the permit after meeting in 
co nference with James E. War­ 
field and Ro y Glo ver o f Cuy aho ga 
Falls, No rtheast Ohio district sani­ 
tarians, and City So licito r Jo seph 
W. Co o per. 
The bo ard said McAllister’s has 
co mplied with all regulatio ns. 
Acting as spo kesman, Warfield 
read a repo rt issued by the U. S. 
Department o f Public Health, Edu­ 
catio n and Welfare which sho wed 
the Way ne Co -o perative Milk k 
Milk .Pro ducers, Inc., was fur­ 
nished with milk which met sani­ 
tary qualificatio ns. 
The repo rt « aid the milk, tested 
in April, was safe, Warfield re­ 
po rted. 
The Warren dairy firm recenUy 
filed a list o f 505 milk pro ducers, 
mo stly in Indiana, who supply milk 
to the co -o perative, which trucks 
it to Warren where it is pasteur­ 
ized, bo ttled and distributed. 
The State o f Indiana has certi­ 
fied the milk as safe. Since a re­ 
cipro city agreement is in effect 
with Indiana, no inspectio n o f 
farms where the milk is secured 
is needed, the bo ard said. 
The bo ard previo usly had turned 
do wn McAllister’s applicatio n be­ 
cause it didn’t meet o ne o f the 
qualificatio ns by filing a list o f pro ­ 
ducers which supply the firm with 
milk. 
A letter also was read fro m the 
Martins Ferry city so licito r which 
said McAllister’s had met all regu 
latio ns there and a permit had 
been issued. 
There also had been a dispute 
in the Belmo nt Co unty city with 
the McAllister firm. 
McAllister’s has been s e l l i ng 
milk thro ugh lo cal o utlets fo r sev­ 
eral y ears. 
The Bo ard o f Health had file( 
an actio n against the o perato r in 
Municipal Co urt but it was dis 
missed o n a technicality because 
it named an individual rather than 
the co mpany . 
Mrs. Luella Bevan, registrar o 
vital statistics, repo rted 68 bo y s 
and 62 girls were bo m in Eas 
Liverpo o l between July 24 and 
Aug. 23. 
During the same perio d, 
deaths were listed, including 
adult males. 
The bo ard vo ted to change 
meeting date fro m the fo urth Tues 
day to the third Thursday o f each 
mo nth, effective in September.

Authorization For 
City Distribution 
Climaxes Long Fight 


Climaxing a campaign of over 
two years, the McAllister Dairy 
Co. of Warren was granted a milk 
permit Thursday night by th e 
Board of Health. 
The board unanimously author­ 
ized the permit after meeting in 
conference with James E. War­ 
field and Roy Glover of Cuyahoga 
Falls, Northeast Ohio district sani­ 
tarians, and City Solicitor Joseph 
W. Cooper. 
The board said McAllister’s has 
complied with all regulations. 
Acting as spokesman, Warfield 
read a report issued by the U. S. 
Department of Public Health, Edu­ 
cation and Welfare which showed 
the Wayne Co-operative Milk & 
Milk .Producers, Inc., was fur­ 
nished with milk which met sani­ 
tary qualifications. 
The report said the milk, tested 
in April, was safe, Warfield re­ 
ported. 
The Warren dairy firm recently 
filed a list of 505 milk producers, 
mostly in Indiana, who supply milk 
to the co-operative, which trucks 
it to Warren where it is pasteur­ 
ized, bottled and distributed. 
The State of Indiana has certi­ 
fied the milk as safe. Since a re­ 
ciprocity agreement is in effect 
with Indiana, no inspection of 
farms where the milk is secured 
is needed, the board said. 
The board previously had turned 
down McAllister’s application be­ 
cause it didn’t meet one of the 
qualifications by filing a list of pro­ 
ducers which supply the firm with 
milk. 
A letter also was read from the 
Martins Ferry city solicitor which 
said McAllister’s had met all regu­ 
lations there and a permit had 
been issued. 
There also had been a dispute 
in the Belmont County city with 
the McAllister firm. 
McAllister’s has been s e l l i n g 
milk through local outlets for sev­ 
eral years. 
The Board of Health had filed 
an action against the operator in 
Municipal Court but it was dis­ 
missed on a technicality because 
it named an individual rather than 
the company. 
Mrs. Luella Bevan, registrar of 
vital statistics, reported 68 boys 
and 62 girls were born in East 
Liverpool between July 24 and 
Aug. 23. 
During the 
same period, 
39 
deaths were listed, including 15 
adult males.

Th e price of money—wh at you 
pay in interest wh en you borrow— 
is going up in response to th e law 
of supply and demand. Th e de­ 
mand for money, particularly by 
businessmen wanting to borrow, 
is growing wh ile th e supply of 
leodable funds is very ti^ t. 
Since business is bidding for 
construction materials and for 
such capital goods as mach inery 
and tools, and since th e supply of 
many of th ese items is tigh t, th eir 
price is rising. Th is approiumates 
th e classical definition of infla­ 
tion: 
“Too much money (bor­ 
rowed in th is case) ch asing too 
few goods.’’ 
In th e consumer’s case it’s q uite 
different. Prices on many manu­ 
factured items are going up al­ 
th ough th ere are large stocks of 
th ese goods on h and and idle pro­ 
ductive capacity. Th ere certainly 
aren’t “too few goods.” 
Th e 
price 
tags are 
being 
marked up at manufacturing lev­ 
el because of h igh er costs of labor 
and materials. At th e retail level, 
wh ere 
competition 
is 
fierce, 
markups aren’t nearly 
as wide­ 
spread. 
Money is tigh t for several rea­ 
sons. Th e great demand for it is 
one. 
Th e 
demand 
comes from 
businesses wish ing to expand to 
pr^are for th e evet greater pros­ 
perity th ey foresee, from mer­ 
ch ants carrying costly stocks, and 
from consumers buying on time. 
Th e supply of it, wh ile growing, 
isn’t keeping up with demand. 
Basically th e supply of money for 
investment comes from th e sav­ 
ings of individuals and corpora­ 
tions. Th e rate of savings varies 
as consumers go on spending 
sprees or tigh ten up for awh ile. 
But business notions now 
M h ow 
big an industrial plant th e natipn 
will need in th e next few years 
are much bigger th an current 
savings can pay for. 
Th e 
federal reserve 
system 
could ease credit considerably. It 
could let th e banks h ave more 
money to lend. By supporting th e 
bond market as it did just after 
th e war it could h alt th e rise in 
interest rates. 
But th e federal reserve ^licy 
is to keep money sufficient^ 
tigh t to bead off any upswelling 
of inflation wh ich it feels would 
follow th e puring of ch eap mon 
ey into expansion plans and new 
business ventures. Inflation could 
bring sh arply h igh a: consumer 
prices. 
So borrowing is allowed to grow 
more difficult and more costly. It 
is h oped th at will h elp h old down 
th e rising cost of living. So far 
th at weapon h asn’t seemed to 
h elp th e consumer much .

The price of money—what you 
pay in interest when you borrow— 
is going up in response to the law 
of supply and demand. The de­ 
mand for money, particularly by 
businessmen wanting to borrow, 
is growing while the supply of 
lendable funds is very tight. 
Since business is bidding for 
construction 
materials 
and

such capital goods as machinery 
and tools, and since the supply of 
many of these items is tight, their 
price is rising. This approximates 
the classical definition of infla­ 
tion: 
“Too much money 
(bor­ 
rowed in this case) chasing too 
few goods.” 
In the consumer’s case it’s quite 
different. Prices on many manu­ 
factured items are going up al­ 
though there are large stocks of 
these goods on hand and idle pro­ 
ductive capacity. There certainly 
aren’t “too few goods.” 
The 
price 
tags are 
being 
marked up at manufacturing lev­ 
el because of higher costs of labor 
and materials. At the retail level, 
where 
competition 
is 
fierce, 
markups aren’t nearly as wide­ 
spread. 
Money Is tight for several rea­ 
sons. Tile great demand for it is 
one. 
The 
demand 
comes from 
businesses wishing to expand to 
prepare for the evec greater pros­ 
perity they foresee, from mer­ 
chants carrying costly stocks, and 
from consumers buying on time. 
The supply of it, while growing, 
isn’t keeping up with demand. 
Basically the supply of money for 


i investment comes from the sav­ 
ings of individuals and corpora­ 
tions. The rate of savings varies 
as consumers go on 
spending 
sprees or tighten up for awhile. 
But business notions now of how 
big an industrial plant the nation 
will need in the next few years 
are much bigger than current 
savings can pay for. 
The 
federal 
reserve 
system 
could ease credit considerably. It 
could let the banks have more 
money to lend. By supporting the 
bond market as it did just after 
the war it could halt the rise in 
interest rates. 
But the federal reserve policy 
is to 
keep 
money 
sufficiently 
tight to head off any upswelling 
of inflation which it feels would 
follow the puring of cheap mon­ 
ey into expansion plans and new 
business ventures. Inflation could 
bring sharply higher consumer 
prices. 
So borrowing is allowed to grow 
more difficult and more costly. It 
is hoped that will help hold down 
the rising cost of living. So far 
that weapon hasn’t seemed to 
help the consumer much.
